2. Novelty 

The present application does, not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
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subject-matter of claims 1 ,2,5-13,16,17 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

D1 relates to an immunomodulatory flagellin peptide having a TLR-5 binding is able 
to induce immune responses and thereby treat different diseases including infections 
and cancers. 

General claims 1 ,2,5-13,1 6,17 are thus not novel. 

Document D2 discloses the 24 aa peptide p277 derived from HSP60 which is shown 
to bind toll-like receptor 2 (TLR-2), a receptor found on the surface of innate immune 
cells. This receptor is responsible for pro-inflammatory responses, p277 then is 
anti-inflammatory. 

Claims 1 ,2,5-7,1 2,16,17 are thus lacking novelty. 
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
